Victoria, B.C.— While internal dis- 
orders have been reported in interior 
Doukhobor commudities, the problem 
of the Doukhobor school attendance 
has been virtually solved,.except for 
a few radicals, according to Hon. 
Joshua Hinchcliffe, Minister of Edu- 
cation. 

These reports show that the com- 
munity Doukhobors have adopted 
Canadian education so enthusiasti@al- 
ly since the opening of the fall term 
that their schools are full and in 
some cases must be enlarged, 

About 40 children of radicals al- 
together are absent from their class- 
es. This is a small proportion of the 
school population, but it is sufficient 
to create a problem. 

It is understood the Department 
of Education plans action to force all 
these children to be educated.
